With ideal kit flying weather pre- 
vailing, albeit a trifle “bumpy” for the 
miniature gliders, the first open air 
meet of the District of Columbia Min- 
lature Aircraft Tournament attracted 
between 600 and 800 people to the 
Monument Grounds yesterday to watch 
the future Lindberghs and Byrds “do 
their stuff.” 

Almost as if it had been a part of 
the program, the famous “Lone Eagle” 
who has been getting Congress ac- 
quainted with the air for the past few 
days, flew above the lot repeatedly, 
carrying members of Congress and their 
families in a flight over the city. 

To add to the events of the after- 
noon several fliers, both Army and 
Navy, stunted their planes well within 
sight of the crowds, doing loops, side- 
Slips, tail spins and other hair-raising 
tricks that kept the audience on its 
toes. 

Flying a diminutive kite, constructed 
of tissue paper and flown with ordinary 
sewing thread, Herbert Dorsey carried 
off top honors in the kite flying con- 
test. John Sumner took first honors 
for workmanship and Forrest Wilkinson 
first honors for originality of design 
and “junior pull” or lifting ability. 


Winner of Glider Prize. 


In the glider contest, slingshot 
aunched, Langfitt Wilby won honors 
for duration, his glider remaining in the 
air for 10.2 seconds. Thomas M. Robins 
was second with 5.2 seconds. For dis- 
tance, Thomas M. Robins was first with 
a distance of 172 feet. Allen Moulton 
was second, his glider traveling 117 
feet. 

Allen Moulton was first in the hand- 
launched glider contest for duration. 
his glider remaining in the air for 5 
seconds. Conant H. Emmons won the 
distance contest in this event, shooting 
his tiny plane 25 feet. Thomas M. 
Robins was winner in the contest for 
acrobatics. 

O. B. Porter, director of athletics for 
the Community Center Department of 
the Public Schools, was scorer and 
Paul Edward Garber was judge. Mr. 
Garber, Mr. Porter and Harry Hites, 
of The Washington Post, officiated as 
timekeepers. 

Miss Sybil Baker, director of the 
Community Center Department, kept 
the records and issued numbers to the 
contestants, all of whom were required 
to register before being permitted to 
take part in any of the events. 


Scores of Kites Entered. 


An eager throng of boys faced the 
starter at the beginning of yesterday's 
event on the Monument Grounds. 
Kites of various descriptions, including 
several shaped like ships or yachts, 
others in the form of airplane models 
and oox kites and two particularly 
beautifu! models shaped like the Star 
of David and outlined in colors, were 
flown. Due to the fact that kite flying 
is not permitted in the District, except 
on special occasions, the boys had not 
had a chance to previously try out 
their kites and many of them failed 
to meet the fiying test. 

At the conclusion of the events in 
which the boys took part there was an 
exhibiticn of model plane flying, the 
outdoor twin pusher model being most 
generally used.

E. W. Porter Asks the House 
Committee to Preserve Po- 
tomac University. 


Ernest W. Porter, president of Po- 
tomac University, which prepares men 
for the ministry through correspond- 
ence courses, yesterday asked the ju- 
diciary subcommittee of the House 
District committee to amend the anti- 
diploma bill so that his institution

Porter said that his school had been 
In operation for 24 years.

Porter told the subcommittee that 
Kendrick C. Babcock, formerly a spe- 
Cialist In higher education attached to 
the United States Bureau of Education, 
had once indorsed the Potomac Uni- 
versity.

Dioxide Experiments at 
Edgewood Arsenal.

N., were commended 
by the Navy Department yesterday for 
submitting themselves’ as subjects for 
experiments at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., 
to determine effects of carbon dioxide 
in submarines. 

McCoy, whose home is in Vanlear, 
Ky., and Gowan, of Cherokee, S. C., 
were transferred to the arsenal and were 
subjects of considerable experimenta- 
tion involving uncomfortable situations 
and actual physical strain. 

The experiments, details of which 
were not divulged, were to show just 
what amount of carbon dioxide gas ‘s 
fatal to human lIife, something that 
had not yet been determined, and the 
sailors remained in the gas for a period 
approximating the danger point.

Sinclair sought the court order to

Secretary $233,000 in Liberty bonds. 
Ragland said Fall would testify that 
this payment was not a bribe but had

Efficlency in prohibition enforce- 
ment increased 50 per cent during the 
last half of. 1927 over the first half, 
Commissioner Doran declared yester- 
day, crediting the improvement to 
“breaking the backbone of liquor 


smuggling operations” and to raésing’ 
the standard of investigators. 

The use of sacramental wines has de- 
creased 30 per cent, he said, and the 
main source of supply now is from “al- 
ley breweries” manufacturing poor 
quality of beer, and ‘“monshiners” mak- 
ing low grade whisky. Arrests during 
the last half of the year totaled 37,702, 
convictions 25,514, fines $3,091,000 and 
jail sentences 2,550 years. 

“The eight years of prohibition have 
vindicated the wisdom of the eight- 
eenth amendment,” he added. “It is 
justified morally, socially and eco- 
nomically. It has demonstrated the 
American public does not want the sa- 
loon or beverage liquors.”

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THE FARCE AT GENEVA. 


The disarmament conference at Geneva 
continues the farce that began when it 
admitted delegates from Soviet Russia. 
The first disarmament scheme of the 
Communists having been turned down, 
the Reds have submitted another, con- 
templating progressive disarmament by 
all nations under supervision of a com- 
mission “composed of workers, laborers 
and international organizations estab- 
lished to work toward peace.” 

In a sense, the disarmament conference 
might as well take up this crazy proposal 
as any other, since nothing worth while 
will come out of Geneva in any event. 
The powers of Europe do not intend to 
disarm and have made their intention as

Their object in going to Geneva was to 
draw the other nations into an agree- 
ment—any agreement—and then to vio- 
late it, while attempting to hold the other 
parties to their word. The disintegra- 
tion and destruction of all governments 
that are not Communist is the end de- 
sired. Any step in that direction, 
whether by force, intrigue or violation of 
treaties, is desirable from the Com- 
munists’s viewpoint. He fights civiliza- 
tion with its own weapons, including the 
making of treaties for peace and dis- 
armament. 


The most discouraging feature of the | 


European situation is the fact that the 
great powers persist in treating with the 
Soviet, when they: ought to know that 
they are playing with fire. Their action 
indicates that they are either incurably 
stupid or are constrained by fear of Com- 
munism, but in either case, they are post- 
poning world concord so long as they 
negotiate with the world’s enemy.

Minor amendments of the Jones bill 
provide for control works as far north 
as Cape Girardeau, Mo., and the proviso 
that the communities involved: must pay 
for additional rights of way for levee 
construction.

The total cost of the work under 
present estimates remains at $325,000,- 
000. This will in all likelihood be in- 
creased. Debate on the Jones bill will de- 
velop its good and bad features. It is 
high time for Congress to consider flood 
control legislation, and to evolve from 
the Jones and Reid bills a measure that 
will effectively accomplish the end de- 
sired. 


A HALL OF CITIZENSHIP. 

Through the generosity and _ public 
spirit of Mr. B. N. Duke the first hall of 
citizenship in any American seat of 
learning has been provided for the Lin- 
coln Memorial University. A fine build- 
ing and an endowment that takes care of 
the chair of citizenship, with arrange- 
ments for visiting and exchange profes- 
sors, are the most significant steps yet 
taken in this country toward the inculca- 
tion of practical knowledge of applied 
democracy. The hall of citizenship will 
be dedicated in May with appropriate 
ceremonies, at which prominent Amer- 
ican will discuss some of the aspects of 
a citizen’s rights and duties. 

Mr. Duke’s contribution to the cause of 
good citizenship is to be commended 
as the most effective and far-reaching 
method yet conceived for promoting the 
welfare of this country. No amount of 
money and effort expended for the sup- 
pression of crime, the regeneration of 
criminals, or the relief of the victims of 
ignorance and crime could accomplish as 
much good as will be accomplished by the 
teaching of good citizenship. This teach- 
ing goes to the very root of Americanism. 
Without good citizenship the republic 
falls; and with it the republic will en- 
dure, in spite of all other defects. 


It was a happy thought which induced 


Mr. Duke to establish a hall of citizen- 
ship at the Lincoln Memorial University, 
where the spirit of Abraham Lincoln 


broods-over the young men and women;

He was the ideal American 
citizen. His example is the inspiration 
of millions of young Americans who be- 
gin life in poverty and work toward 
success, building their progress upon the 
solid foundation of character.

The ce- 
ment that bound together all the elements 
of Lincoln’s greatness was simple Amer- 
ican citizenship. It was as a citizen, per- 
forming one after another the duties of 
a citizen, that Lincoln grew into “the 
pillar of a people’s hope,” and to the end 
of time his proudest title will be that of 
a citizen of the United States.

Did Presidents Cleveland, McKinley, 
Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson, Harding and 
Coolidge uphold and defend the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments to 
the best of their several abilities? 
Every President must needs be the 
judge of his own ability. The practi- 
cal question now facing the American 
people is whether the incoming Presi- 
dent will, in face of his oath, enforce 
the eighteenth amendment in the same 
way that his predecessors have dealt 
with the Civil War amendments. 

Congress is specifically charge by the 
Constitution with the duty to enforce 
by appropriate legislation the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
have read in the daily press that some 


congressmen shed tears at the hearing 
upon the Welch bill to increase salaries 
oi Federal Government employes (this 
may not be correct, for I have occa- 
sionally seen statements in the daily 
papers that were far from the truth), 
and I am wondering if some of these 
tears shed on account of the struggles 
of employes under salaries of $1,100 and 
$1,400 might not be shed on account of 
the equally difficuit efforts of the old 
and worn-out retired employes to make 
both ends meet with annuities averag- 
ing now about $700 a year, that average 
being obtained, inasmuch as the maxi- 
nium is $1,000, by many falling to $300 
or $400. I have heard of one as low as 
#2.30 per month. 

And take note that the annuitants 
are not asking that any money be ap- 
propriated from the Treasury to do 
them justice, but only that the 34% per 
cent deducted from the salaries of the 
employes not yet retired be used for the 
purpose for which it was taken, together 
with the accumulations in this fund— 
now nearly $70,000,000 (to be exact, 
$68,000,000 at the last time of giving 
out the figures).

W. Langdon Kihbn is showing his 
paintings of American Indians in the 
United States and Canada at the Yorke | 
Gallery, extending through Saturday. 

The work of this young artist Is 
significant. He is painting more than 
merely representative paintings of the, 
Indians that are fast vanishing before | 
the onslaughts of civilization and with | 
whom few in the East are in sympathy | 
from lack of knowledge. 

Out to the great spaces of Montana 
young Kihn has gone for his types oi 
the Blackfes=t Indians. In the Nationa! 
Glacial Park he sojourned for months 
and became acquainted with the In- 
dians there, then returned to Nev 
York, where he had a most successful 
exhibition at the Anderson Galleries 
Later he pursued his studies of Indians 
in the far Northwest, in British Co- 
lumbia and Alberta, and later in New 
Mexico. He has taken the people oi 
these Indian tribes and interpreted 
them for us. 

There has been comparatively re- 
centiy an interest awakened in these 
primitive people who really were the 
first American artists, for they excei 
in the crafts, especially, and their 
Simple paintings on hides are very 
decorative.

been introduced to agriculturists. 

The new variety is virtually totally 
immune to stem rust. It was devel- 
oped from a single plant of Kherson 
oats. Another desirable feature claimed 
for Iogold is that the plant has a very 
stiff straw and will stand up on rich 
soil where other varieties lodge badly.

house from what was then Chase’s, on Pennsylvania avenue, Mr. Robbins 
has seen many changes in theatricals. Today his house stands closed, 
for the day only, the first time in his period of managemefit. The day 
off is engendered to enable certain changes to be made coincident with 
the establishment of a new policy. Instead of the regular, so-called 
“two-a-day,” the 2:15 matinee and the 8:15 night performance, Keith’s 
Theater, beginning tomofrow, now goes into a twelve-hour continuous 
performance. It begins at 11 in the morning and ends at the same hour 
at night, when Elks all over the country are giving their celebrated 
11 o'clock toast to their departed brothers.

T is extremely disquieting after having so frequently stated, de- 
clared, asseverated, proclaimed and otherwise bruited about in 
these columns that this year has been productive of the finest 


output of pictures in the history of the cinema in this, the country of 
its leadership, to hear raised again the old wolf-cry of, ‘‘What’s the 
matter with the movies?” 


Yet it is being done. It has come to notice that there is of record 
at least one inexplicable exhibitor who has wailed the plaintive protest 
that this year has brought him but one picture that lured patrons to 
his wicket, and that was Al Jolson in “The Jazz Singer.” Others, al- 


though less drastic in their indiscriminate condemnations, argue that 
the pictures are off and that business.is ditto; the old volume of paying 
gentry no longer can be coaxed, cajoled or clubbed to the box offices. 
And they want to know why. So do I. 

It is still my contention that Washington, at least, has never had a 
more attractive series of bookings than have been spread before its 
perhaps jaded taste these past few months in the foremost of our 
downtown first-run picture houses, and in due time circulated through- 
out the neighborhood theaters of the city. 

The pictures are better than ever. That is my story and I am going 
to stick to it. 

But in cities of moderate size in which the Nation’s largest and 
presumably best managed exhibiting organizations are less conspicu- 
ously represented, it is highly probable that the small theater owner 
or exhibitor may be conscious of a pinch that does not make itself felt 
in the Capital. If so, it is a matter wholly unrelated to the quality of 
the pictures that are being made, although closely bound up in the 
conduct of the industry as a whole. There are plenty of defects in the 
management of this colossal business, of course, but at the moment in- 
difference to the quality of film product released to the retailer of 
shadow entertainment is not one of them.

The block booking, which Senator Brookhart finds so offensive to his | 
sense of equitable dealing, has beyond question had more than a little | 
to do with the creation of the present period of quiescence among the | 
picture makers, who formerly were the industry’s most lavish and most | 


yocal advertisers. Their product, under the present scheme, {fs sold 
before it is made, in many instances, and they know a certain specific 
income is assured. Maybe it is enough to pay all the overhead and the 
highly desired 942 per cent profit, and they should worry! So they let 
George do it. And I suspect that the lad who could only find one good 
picture a year was named George. 

What we need to shake the indifferent film fan out of his lethargy is 
a return of the old blazing 24-sheet, newspaper ads that ‘‘own the paper” 
and a full-lunged declaration on the part of every picture producer in 
Christendom that he is making the only pictures in the world that are 
worth looking at. Tell ’em that! Make ’em like it! Let’s have a little 
ginger!

HIS course might easily be followed by the producers as an experl- 
ment without placing them any more in financial jeopardy than 
they were, say, a year ago. 

A check-up of the latest contract-player lists with the names of film 
players who were under contract to the principal studios a year ago re- 
veals that producers have been wielding the jolly old pruning knife 
with considerable vigor since they announced sometime ago the neces- 
sity of achieving at least a degree of economy through a genera! salary 
cut or by some other equally potent means. 

Some of the players no longer drawing salaries under long-term 
contracts are free-lancing because they fee] they can make more money 
that way—and some of them really can. A few, too, merely drifted from 
the termination of one contract into the beginning of a new one at an- 
other studio. But what interests the casua] observer is that last year 
the producers complained that heavy salaries were smothering them, and 
now there are far fewer high-salaried contract players on their pay roll8, 

There have been predictions that sooner or later players will not be 
put under long-term contracts under any circumstances; that all will 
have to take what they can get from picture to picture, and like it. 

However, those who recall how producers used to bid for stars will 
search the film records of last year in vain for any instance in which 
two or more producers entered into a bidding match to see who could 


pay a star the highest salary.

T is obvious that much of the capital that has been saved by the 
] simple expedients of eliminating the high-priced contract stars and 
minimizing advertising and publicity expenditures has gone into the 
mad scramble for the acquisition of chain theater properties reaching 
from one side of the continent to the other. 

The panic has shifted from the ballyhooing of pictures to the orgy of 
real estate sptculation, with many of the most active of the buyers 
awaking suddenly to the fact that they have gone out and got them- 
selves a swell string of playhouses with nothing much to put 
but a pipe organ and some ushers dressed up to resemble a sartoria 
composite of an admiral of the Swiss navy and the chief of the Venetian 
bicycle police. 

It is high time for some of the plunder to be diverted to the profes- 
sional puffiicity man and hig 24 sheets, throw-aways, tack cards and 
door hangers.

UNITED ARTISTS BEGINS ITS | 
TENTH YEAR ON APRIL 5th

NITED ARTISTS' CORPORATION, 
| founded as a motion-picture dis- 

tributing organization on April 5, 
1919, by Mary Pickford, Charles Chaplin, 
Douglas Fairbanks and David Wark 
Griffith, begins on Thursday, April 5 
next, its tenth year of operation as a 
releasing organization. 


For the anniversary year a historical 
record of United Artists achievements 
during nine years has been compiled 
in booklet form. This record shows 
that only 75 pictures have been released 
for 29 producers by United Artists Cor- 
poration in these nine years—an aver- 
age of 8 productions annually. 

The four founders have released in 
nine years a total of only 35 produc- 
tions—an average for them of 1 film 
per producer per year. These United 
Artists’ pictures differ from other films 
in that they are produced individually 
and with full creative freedom for the 
producer. Financing, story, casting, dl- 
rection, all production elements from 
script to screen, are directly in the 
hands of the artist-producer. The com- 
pleted films then are booked by theater 
owners individually and on their re- 
spective merits as entertaining pictures, 
each without relation to any other. 

During nine years only four addi- 
tional owner-members have been added 
to United Artists Corporation: Joseph 
M Schenck, Norma Talmadge, Gloria 
Swanson and Samuel Goldwyn. These, 
with the four founders, comprise the 
entire owner-membership. 

Of the 75 pictures released by United 
Artists between 1919 and 1928, 36 
have been based on stories written di- 
rectly for the screen, 29 on novels and 
short stories, 9 on stage plays and l 
on a song, “Little Annie Rooney.” 

Seventeen United Artists pictures 
have been exhibited at $2 prices in 
Broadway “legitimate” theaters and 40)|ing played everywhere ing revived the 


from two to five weeks in key city 
first-run motion picture theaters, at | 
regular prices. Thus “road show” pic- | 
tures and extended run films as a} 
group total three-fourths of the com- | 
pany’s offerings in nine years, indicat- | 
ing that a negligible number of inde- | 
pendently produced United Artists | 
films ere exhibited as one week pro- 
gram feature pictures. Executives of | 
United Artists credit their indepen- 
dent producers, particularly Douglas 
Fairbanks and David Wark Griffith, 
with sponsorship and crystallization of 
the “special” production, the $1,000,000 
film :which normally requires a full 
year for completion. 

During the three years after March, 
1925, when Joseph M. Schenck was 
elected chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of United Artists Corporation, 
22 major stars, directors and producers 
of films became associated with United 
Artists pictures. The list is impres- 
sive:

It will be opened 
in April and dedicated next October 
when the general convention o. the 
Episcopal Church will meet in Wash- 
ington. This national center was 
purchased from a fund of $100,000 
raised by the Girl Friendly Societies 
and cost $50,000, the rest of the fund 
being used for furnishing and upkeep. 
Miss Margaret Lukens, of Philadel- 
phia, the new national president of 
the society, came to Washington last 
week to inspect this center.

Who Becomes the Declarer? — The 
question most frequently submitted un- 
der this head runs something like this: 
“Who plays the hand under the foij- 
lowing circumstances? Dealer starts by 
bidding—lIet us say—a Spade; on a 
subsequent round he bids some other 
suit or No Trump, and after that his 
partner bids Spades which becomes the 
contract.

Tt was very likely Vice President Dawes 
who was among the first to vis- 
ualize the possibilities of radio in sway- 
ing great political audiences and to 
figure out the difference between the 
old and new styles of campaigning.

Reason for Rejoicing. | 
District motorists have good reason 
to rejoice at the step taken by the 
Virginia Assembly to eliminate from 
the syster. of fee splitting for law en- 
forcement officers one of its most ob- 
jectionable features.

Virginia, the Nation's beautiful Old 
Dominion State, is moving forward with 
impressive strides in the matter of 
motor-coach’ transportation facilities, 
and during the last few years that ter- 
ritory to the south of Washington has 
become a network of bus lines serving 
an ever-growing public. 

A survey just completed by the Amer- 
ican Highway Educational Bureau says 
that this development is continuing 
“with a speed surprising even to the 
most sanguine advocates of the motor 
“coach in passenger service.” 

“This surprise,” says a bulletin set- 
ting forth the details of this survey. 
“has come in the nature of a State-wide 
system of highway passenger lines, com- 
monly called the motor bus, a system 
Which already covers more than 5,000 
miles of public road in Virginia. Over 
this mileage approximately 250 coaches 
of the parlor car type are operating, the 
total estimated daily runs of which are 
said to be around 3,000 miles, or ap- 
proximately 750,000 miles a month 
What the addition of such a mileage 
means to the highway travel. facilities 
of any State can only be conjectured.” 


$6,000 Pupils Carried. 


In addition to this new use of the 
highways, the bulletin continues, it ap- 
pears that Virginia has advanced in the 
use of school buses to a point where 
1.319 vehicles of this type are being 
used to transport 36,000 pupils to 650 


schools over about 9,000 miles of road. 

“Five railways and subsidiaries are 
operating 232 buses. over. auxiliary 
routes,” it is further pointed out. 
“Thirteen coach companies are engaged 
in interstate service over nearly 1,000 
miles of road, and slightly over 200 
companies are engaged in purely inter- 
State commerce. 

“By using lines through Virginia such 
as the Richmond-Washington, the 
Washington-Winchester and the Wash- 
ington-Luray, it is now possible to 
travel by motor coach on regular sched- 
ule from Boston to Miami and to other 
points in the South. In fact, an At- 
lantic Seaboard system of motor-coach 
lines has been a reality ever since the 
completion of the concrete road which 
connects the National Capital with 
Richmond, Va. 

“Entering the Valley of Virginia at 
Winchester over the Washington-Win- 
chester route, or through Warrenton 
to Luray and the Shenandoah National 
Park region over the Washington-Lu- 
ray division of Virginia’s highway pas- 
senger system, connection is made for 
points in Tennessee, North Carolina 
and on down through Alabama via 
Birmingham and Montgomery to Gulf 
Coast points. The recent opening of 
the bridge over Lake Ponchartrain has 
released the flow lines of scheduled 
coach traffic along the Gulf of Mexico, 
and this also is expected to have an 
influence on coach travel from the 
upper Atlantic Seaboard States, in 
which Virginia lines are an important 
link. 

Many Inquiries Received. 


“Inquiries, too, form a most interest- 
ing feature of this new function of the 
highway. These inquiries. come from 
many directions, and a curious fact is 
that among the seekers after this class 
of information women predominate, 
and they wander far and wide, Recent- 
ly a Jady called at a highway travel 
bureau in Washington for information 
on how to cross the continent via 
motor coach, and upon departing with 
the desired information she left a card 
giving her home address as Johannes- 
burg, South Africa. 

“An even greater surprise in this 
highway passenger development is the 
ratio of points served by rail and 
highway passenger stations, the latter 
exceeding the former in Virginia by 
approximately 30 per cent. That is to

‘Editor Thinks Cause Suffers 
by Painting Dire Aspects 
of Traffic Accidents. 


CITES CASE OF CAR CARE 


Employment of positive rather than 
negative arguments will do more for 
the cause of streetand highway safety, 
for the reason that the public has been 
led into more constructive action than 
it ever has been frightened into.

Preserves Finish 
and Prevents Chassis Rust- 
ing, Writer Declares.

“There are many factors which make 
cleanliness desirable from the owner’s 
point of view. Systematic clean- 
ing of the body and fenders at regular 
intervals will preserve the finish and 
prevent rusting. Grit, mud and dirt are 
known to be sources of excessive wear 
to chassis parts. The tiny particles of 
grit work into the smallest joints about 
the moving parts and produce a cut- 
ting effect like powdered emery.

The day of the old-style used car and 
used-car market is definitely passing. 
The prospective buyer of the unused 
transportation in a second-hand car 
more than ever before can be certain 
of obtaining sound and honest values 
if he will patronize a reliable establish- 
ment and use a rersonable amount of 
judgment. Venturing into the used- 
car market today is not fraught with 
the disastrous possibilities it betokened 
@ few years ago.

Despite these facts, however, the 
prospective purchaser can not afford to 
acquire a used car from any source un- 
less he gives it a reasonably thorough 
and intelligent examination. This is 
especially necessary when one bears in 
mind that no two persons handle an 
automobile in precisely the same man- 
ner and that no one or 
rules are sufficient to apply in all—or 
even one—cases. 


Choosing a Used Car. 


How, then, is a prospective purchaser 
to know when a given used car is a 
“good” used car? What should he look 
for, and where? 
t these questions should aid 
who have planned to go into the used- 
car markets for their next automotive 
equipment. 

First of all, it should be pointed out 
that the almost universal approach to 
the problem of choosing a used car is 
by way of learning tn what year it was 
produced. <Any other data discovered 
about the car later, even that it is an 
excellent mechanism, is colored by the 
fact that it came from the factory 
this year or that. 

The next question, almost invariably, 
relatcs to the mileage recorded on the 
odometer. Many authorities are con- 
vinced that these two considerations 
are given entirely too much weight in 
fixing the value of the automobile that 
is to be found in the used car market, 
especially in the case of the mileage. 
By way of illustrating the first point,

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PUTTING GAR IN SHAPE 
INVOLVES MUCH DETAIL 


Expert Outlines General Needs 
of Automobile at Close 
of Winter Season. 


GOOD CLEANSING FIRST 


Winter's severe motoring strains have 
placed a distinct burden upon the auto- 
mobile, and with the coming of spring 
the motorist should give his car a care- 
ful inspection to make sure that his 
summer touring may be thoroughly en- 
joyable, and free from mechanical wor- 
ries of one sort or another. 

Emphasis upon the importance of 
this point is laid by David Gregg, re- 
search engineer of the AC Spark Plug 
Co., who has prepared a comprehensive 
layout of seasonal work for the car 
owner to check. 

“Let us assume,” Mr. Gregg begins, 
“that the car has come through a hard 
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winter’s service in fairly good mechan- 
ical shape—plenty of carbon and leaky 
valves, perhaps, but no burnt-out bear- 
ings or badly worn parts. What's to he 
done to tune it up? 

“First of all, let’s start with a bath— 
clean the engine, chassis and body thor- 
Oughly; dirt covers many defects, and 
makes it harder to work around the car. 
Check the chassis first. See that the 
spring clips are all tight; take any ex- 
céss play out of the spring shackles. 
Clean and grease the steering gear, and 
check the alignment of the front 
wheels, first adjusting the wheel bear- 
ings and filling the hub caps with fresh 
grease, See that the nuts holding the 
rear wheels to the axles are drawn tight 
and fastened with a cotter pin. 

“Now for the rest of the car. Drain 
the old oil from the transmission and 
rear end, and put about a quart of kero- 
sene or flushing oil in each. Put 6 
couple of handfuls of sal soda in the 
radiator and run the car for a few miles 
until it 1s well warmed up. The soda 
cleans out the scale and rust in the 
radiator, while the kerosene will loosen 
and wash out all the old oil in the 
transmission and differential. Draln 
these as soon as you stop, then drain 
the water from the radiator and flush 
with fresh water. Remove the cylinder 
head and scrape out all the carbon and 
grind the valves. Now a new gasket 
when you put back the head—-it makes 
a better job and no chance of leaks. 

“New rubber hose on all: the water 
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connections is well worth while, too. 
Fill the radiator with fresh water and 
start the engine. Run slowly till 


warmed up. Valve tappete should be. 


adjusted, the motor being warm while 
this is being done. Follow the manu- 
facturing recommendations for clear- 
ances. Remember that while reduced 
clearances may mean quieter operation, 
they are also a cause of burnt and 
warped valves. When the engine is 
warmed up, test your oil filter. If the 
oll flows through it freely—OK—other- 
wise, replace the cartridge at once. 

“Oil the starting motor and genera- 
tor, and check for proper summer charg- 
ing rate. Clean the breaker points in 
the distributor and set them to their 
proper opening. Clean the spark plugs. 
If plugs are badly sooted or points 
worn to any degree, install a new set. 
Clean off all the ignition wires and see 
that the contacts are tight. Clean the 
storage battery, tighten the terminals 
and coat them with vaseline or grease. 

“Examine the fan belt; if it is worn, 
install a new one, 

“In the bottom of the gas tank is a 
small drain plug. Remove it end drain 
out about a quart of liquid, Clean the 
fuel strainer and the carburetor strain- 
er, and tighten all connections, As less 
fuel is required for summer driving, 
better check the carburetor for the 
most economical operation. 

“Now we come to the finishing 
touches. Drain the old oil from the 
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crankcase, flush and fill with fresh oil. 
Replace the drain plugs on the differ- 
ential and transmission and put in the 
proper amount of the recommended 
grade of gear compound, Refill the 
radiator with fresh water. Keep your 
car supplied with water and fresh oil, 
give {6 a thorough greasing once every 
500 miles and you will have ahead of 
you a summer of carefree driving, free 
from all mechanical troubles and an- 
noyances.” 


Concrete Driveways 
Need Reinforcement 


Driveways leading to built-in garages 


almost invariably are laid on a grade. 
The concrete, therefore, may well be 
reinforced. It happens that many ig- 


nore this important feature in bullding 
such a driveway with the result that 
time results in deterioration. Iron pipe 
makes an excellent reinforcing material] 
in case one can not find the regular 
steel mesh which generally is used by 
road builders in this type of construc- 
tion. Reinforcement may run up costs 
in the first place, but It results in con- 
siderably reduced upkeep. 


If the carburetor float valve develops 
a leak that can not be remedied by 
grinding, replacement is the only pos- 
sible answer. 
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The Old Mechanic Says: 


So long as spark plugs are not self- 
adjustin’ and are subject to wear 
through the action of the high voltage 
current across; their points, the only 
way to obtain full efficiency from them 
is to adjust the points every time they 
are taken out to be cleaned. 

For the best results I would adjust 


them every thousand miles, and what 
a lot of attention I'd give the job. 

Did you ever realize how foolish !t 
is to think that plug points are spaced 
right just because a feeler gauge of 
the right size passes between them? 
Just hold the points of a plug up to 
the light and see what has happened 
to them through a few thousand miles 
of use. 

You'll see that the gap between them 
is more than it looks to be. Because the 
points are made of round metal, usin’ 
a flat feeler gauge to measure the dis- 
tance between them isn’t very logical. 
Naturally, the gauge will bind and will 
give you the impression that the spac- 
ing is just right when, as a matter of 
fact, the spark may have to jump too 
wide a gap. 

Hold the plug up to the light and 
find the shortest distance between the 


two points. That, then, ls the spacin’ 
to measure. 

The efficiency of your plug Is no bet- 
ter than the shortest distance between 
the ‘ints, especially when it comes to 
starting and short runs around the city. 
And you've got to keep pushing the 
points closer tugether in order to make 
up for the wear on them. 

They get wider apart in use because 


of the corroding action of the high 
tension current. 


Dangerous to Clutch. 


Ever start up a slight grade from a 
parking space and hold the car still a 
minute without using the brake? If 
so, now is the time to turn over a new 
leaf. This sort of thing is bad for the 
clutch. Figure it out. If the engine 
is holding the car from coasting back- 
ward, and if the clutch ts engaged, it 
stands to reason that the clutch must 
be slipping. The engine can not stop 
for the few seconds the car is stationary. 


Periodic washing and repainting, at 
least once @ year, are particularly ef- 
fective ways to preserve the utility and 
beauty of the under sides of the fenders.

Standard Forms Are Expected

First of the projected stand- 
ard forms to be adopted and issued are 
two forms adopted by the brokers’ 
division of the association at its an- 
nual business meeting held in Hous- 
ton, Tex., in January, and to be is- 
sued this week by the association to 
all members of the brokers’ division 
ain of the realtor secretaries’ division. 
The forms so issued may either be 
re;roduced by the individual brokers 
ior use in his own office or may be 
obtained directly from the national 
association. 
Proposed standard forms covering 
the application for a mortgage loan, 
the making of an appraisal for a mort- 
gage loan, submission of the Joan, 
progress reports and disbursement re- 
ports are being prepared by a special 
committee of the mortgage and finance 
division of the association. As stand- 
ard forms come into general use in the 
real estate business it is expected by 
the association that they will do much 
to tiiminate misunderstandings, both 
for the broker and his client, and to 
clear the way for real estate transac- 
tions.

NATION-WIDE SURVEY 
UNDER WAY BY BOARD 


Will -Ascertain Difference in 
the Value and Cost of 
Homes in Cities. 


One of the most important surveys 
that have been undertaken by the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards 
is now underway and it is expected 
that the result of this work will be in- 
valuable in its aid not only to real 
estate men but to the business in- 
terests of the country and the investors 
and general public as well. 

This survey will take into considera- 
tion the values of residential, suburban. 
farm and business property in prac- 
tically every section of the United 
States, and will s0 arrange this ma- 
terial that at a cursory glance there 
can be seen the difference in value 
and costs of business and residential 
properties in cities of comparative size 
together with the general list of statis- 
tics that will aid economists and real 
estate men to arrive at some conclu- 
sions as to the differences existing in 
one section of the country as compared 
with another. 

This information heretofore has been 
unavailable, with the result that much 
time has been wasted in organizations 
and with persons working at cross pur- 
poses in order to arrive at some definite 
conclusion and comparison of these 
various items.

may be time for shifting in our 
sometimes the changing of the 
batting order, so to speak, or the bol- 
stering up of the pitching staff at the 
right time, saves “business volume.”

Paris, March 24 (A.P.).—The spirit of 
| Locarno is cast in bronze in a medal 
issued by the French mint. It is the

A preference bill for the veterans 
of all wars has been introduced in Con- 
gress by Representative Guyer, of Kan- 
sas, which has the active support of the 
national legislative committee of fhe 
Spanish War Veterans and the allied 
veteran organizations. The bill, which 
is of much interest to all veterans, is 
as follows: 

“Be it enacted, That in grateful rec- 
ognition of the services, sacrifices and 
suffering of persons who served in the 
military and naval forces of the United 
States during the Civil War, the Indian 
Wars, the War with Spain, or the World 
War, qualified persons who have beer 
honorably discharged from such mili- 
tary or naval service, the widows of 
such honorably discharged _ soldiers, 
sailors or marines, and the wives of dis- 
abled honorably discharged veterans of 
such military or naval service, who 
themselves are not qualified, but whose 
wives are qualified for such appoint- 
ment, shall be first selected in filling 
all offices, places and employments now 
included or which may hereafter be 
included in the classified civil service 
of the United States; and that no per- 
son not included within the groups 
named above shall be certified for ap- 
pointment or be appointed to any of- 
fice, place or employment in the classi- 
fled civil service of the United States 
until the register of eligibles of such 
veterans, widows of veterans and wives 
of disabled veterans, qualified for the 
vacancy to be filled, shall have been 
exhausted. Provided, “hat these pre- 
ferred eligibles shall take precedence 
according to grade, and certifications 
and selections shall be made from 
among those graded highest as the re- 
sult of competitive examinations. Pro- 
vided further, That this same prefer- 
ence shall be observed in making per- 
sonel reductions and in the reappoint- 
ment of persons severed from the 
Classified civil service of the United 
States by reason of such personnel re- 
ductions. 

“Section 2. In determining the eligi- 
bility of the persons granted preference 
of appointment under the provisions of 
this act a preference of five points un- 
der the prescribed necessary rating for 
qualifications of persons without this 
military preference shall be allowed in 
all examinations, with an additional al- 
lowance of five points to all applicants 
who, because of disability, are entitled 
either to a pension by authorization of 
the Bureau of Pensions or to compen- 
sation by the Veterans’ Bureau. 

“Section 3. This act shall become 


effective and applicable to examinations | 


held and eligible registers established 


after its enactment, and to all appoint- | 


ments made from these registers 


“Section 4.

erated a small demonstration and devel- 
opment plant at 1253 Twenty-third 
street northwest for the last year, at 
which it has produced about 40,000 feet 
of the new product, Mr. Harter said 
Much of this will be used in the con- 
struction of the new plant and its ac- 
companying railroad trestle, aggregate 
dumps, curing sheds and office bulild- 
ing. 

The company’s product was first in- 
troduced to Washingtonians last fall in 
the model home erected at the Wash- 
ington Real Estate Board’s Better 
Homes Exposition at the Washington 
Auditorium. A six-room-and-garage 
‘home, of the same Spanish type mate- 
rial used in this model house, is now 
being built at Brookmont, Md., for 
Millard F. Hudson, chief examiner of 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

The company’s product, whicn is 
described as adaptable for all types of 
building construction, is made in com- 
mon and numerous decorative varieties. 
The new plant, it is announced, will 
have a capacity of 4,000 square feet a 
day. Sufficient land has been acquired 
to double this capacity when needed. 
The. present unit, is expected to be 
ready for production about June 1. 

Although the company will manufac- 
ture itseN“in the Washington area, its 
main business, according to Mr. Harter.

In that time he has distributed 4,678 over- 
coats, 5,981 suils of clothes, 7,211 pairs of 
shoes and socks, ties, shirts and underclothes 
without number. 


These clothes went to veterans who, 
brought to Washington on a question of com- 
pensation or other matters relating to their 
service records, found themselves without suf- 
ficient funds for clothes and food and were 
forced to ask for help. 

Other clothing weit to the men at St. 
Elizabeths and other hospitals, but every 
piece of it went jo a veteran. 

The veterans do not want charity. 

They are independent, prideful men. 

They answered their country’s call because 
they were patriots. 

They were promised the whole United 
States by men and women alike as they left 
for overseas.

of the World War. There are still a number 
of claims that need adjustment and there 
yet remain those claims where there is dif- 
ficulty in proving war origin which need ad- 
judication.

disabled veterans, but the facts speak: for 
themselves. I have been trying for two 
months to get the Civil Service Commission to 
change its arbitrary regulations which pre- 
venis a disabled veteran from obtaining ten 
points’ credit to his earned rating, but without 
any degree of success, and am, therefore, 
obliged to appeal to Congress and the Ameri- 
can people. The executive order of March 3, 


1925, issued by President Harding. requires 
the commission to add five points to the 
earned rating of the veteran and ten points 


lo the disabled veteran, when he takes an ex- 
amination for a civil service position, but the 
commission. refuses to live up to either the 
spirit of the letier of that executive order. 
* » * x 
NREQUENTLY the disabled veteran who 
applies and takes the examination does 
not receive this preference of ten points. The 
commission has justified its action by a ruling 
whereby the ten-point advantage is not al- 
lowed unless the candidate receives 60 per 
cent in his written test. Consequently the dis- 
abled veteran who receives 59 or less gets no 
preference and is not allowed to qualify for 
the ensuing oral and character test, whereas 
the nonveteran with 60 per cent is. The same 
arbitrary ruling applies to the ablebodied war 
veterans with five points preference as to the 
disabled veterans. There are 559,138 Federal 
civil service employes with a turnover of ap- 
proximately 40,000 a year. 

It is reported in the public press that there 
are several million unemployed in the United 
States; thousands of these are veterans and 
disabled veterans. I just received word to- 
day from a New York former service man 
who counted six honorably discharged vet- 
erans in one line in New York City. It seems 
to me there is a duty on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to see that they are given a chance 
to earn a livelihood when Government posi- 
tions are open. Ido not ask that the present 
employes be thrown out, but with 40,000 po- 
sitions available each year I believe the vet- 
erans should be given preference in filling 
them. The high-handed and arbitrary action 
of the commission helps to shut the door to 
these jobs in the face of the American vet- 
erans of both the Spanish and the World War. 
and defeats the very object of the existing 
executive order. There has been no armistice 
for many of these disabled veterans, yet ihe 
United States Civil] Service Commission sits 
back in smug complacency and declines to 
grant the prescribcd preference to the disabled 
veterans, If the commissioners continue to 
act in contravention to the executive order

This desire for terrific mction is a symptom 
of our current civilization. Only within this 
generation have men begun to outfly and out- 
run the other forms of sentient life. Man's 
imagination as expressed in his machines has 
not yet soared to match the speed of light 
or lightning, but he moves more quickly 
than almost every other living thing. 

The fastest known bird is the spine-tailed 
swift, which does 220 miles an hour over the 
mountains of Asia. This is slow compared 
with the man-made contraption of steel and 
brass and wood and canvas with which Lieut, 
Alford J. Wiltiams, of the United States 
Navy, flew 322.6 miles an hour last year.

Man, however, is not the swiftest thing 
that lives. One other creature has been dis- 
covered whose motion is an 
blur of orange. This is the Cephenomyia, or 
deer bot-fly, a native of Nerth and South 
America and parts of Europe. 

It has been estimated that this strange fly, 
no larger than « bumblebee, can travel 815 
miles an hour, which is nearly 14 miles a 
minute, or 400 yards a second, almost half 
as fast as the bullet from an army rifle. 

How is such flight accomplished? What is 
the mystery of the Cephenomyia’s marvelous 
power to generate such fantastic speed? Sci- 
ence knows little about the fly, except that it 
spends much time on rocks in high, clear alti- 
tudes exposed to the powerful ultra-violet 
rays of the sun, Does the iusect’s dynamo get 
its tremendous energy from the sun? 

To fly as fast as fourteen miles a minute, 
its wings, in all probability, vibrate several 
thousand times a second. Compare this with 
the propeller of one of our flying machines, 
which does around 2,000 revolutions a min- 
ute. And what is the secret of the insect’s 
mastery of wind resistance, which, despite 
streamlining and study, still baffles the 
erest designers of our engines of 
tation?

Shape is an important element in the at- 
tainment of high speed.

Aeronautical engineers have. discovered 
this.

“Every time a newer and better plaue is 
built, you can count upon its having’ contri- 
vances to help the pilot quicken his senses 
and make the machine more controlable. If 
you speak of machines much faster than those 
of today, you must take into consideration 
that engineering principles will change, con- 
ditions will be radically different, though un- 
til they pass the 300-mile-an-hour mark they 
need not worry about the effect of speed upon 
the human body. 

“IT think as long as the brain can function 
reasonably well, both brain and machine can 
protect the body, no matter how fast it goes.”’ 

Lieut. Williams has no trouble sleeping 
after a few hours in the air. ‘‘Nor is my di- 
vestion affected,” he declares. ‘‘An hour flying 
at 250 miles an hour is not so tiresome as five 
hours spent in a. slow machine. There is no 
reason why we should not be trained to go 
as fast as our machines can fly. Take, for 
example, a man falling. He retains all his 
facilities, and if he is in constant training, he 
can actually exercise control over his muscles.”’

ONSIDERING the experience of aviators 
and the resourcefulness of scientists, one

HE indoor tractor aixplane model de-

Washington boys who have built tractors 
have been sitting on top of that mountain. 

If you've built your tractor according to 
direction you have.a plane that flies smooth- 
ly and well. Probably you’ve timed it—have 
found that it will fly two minutes or more. 
If you have done as well as that, you can 
perform all sorts of interesting stunts with 
your tractor. This article tells you what to 
do and how. But if your tractor follows a 
path resembling an ocean wave or a series 
of connected Zs, you will want to improve it 
until it behaves. Or you may profit by your 
very valuable experience and build another. 

There’s something to be said for both 
plans. If you try to rebuild your tractor, 
you’re sure to find out what was wrong with 
is in the first place. Maybe your motor stick 
was too heavy, maybe your wing 
weren’t well balanced, maybe your propeller 
was too thick or badly curved, or maybe your 
fin was set crooked. Any deviation from the 
standard will affect the flight of your trac- 
tor, and probably, with a little extra work, 
you can convert it into a first-rate ship. 

If you decided to build a new model en- 
tirely, more than likely you'll want a new 
kit. The Washington Post, remember, has 
arranged with the Airplan3 Model League of 
America to supPly you with the indoor tractor 
kits at cost.

Now you have 
a tractor that will rise slowly in large circles 
until it reaches a height of 50 feet or more, 
and will then come down slowly to a perfect 
landing Here are the things you can do 
with a tractor like that: 

1. You can turn it intosa pusher that 
should fly from 60 te 75 seconds, 

2. You can try it out for altitude as well 
as duration. 

3. You can determine its speed and the 
distance it will travei. 

4. You can make it loop the loop, turn in 
short circles or fly straight. or you can build 
a landing gear so it can rise from the g 

Turning your tractor into a pusher isn't 
hard at all. Just move your wing toward the 
propeller, wind vour propeller the other way, 
and launch your pusher with the tail to the 
front! 

It may not fly perfectly the first time. If 
it climbs too rapidly, set the wing back to- 
ward the propeller; if it climbs too 
set it forward. Give the propeller at least 
300 turns—to the left as you look toward the 
tail, remember—and your 
door tractor will give you 
a contest! 


()* COURSE, 


can’t be expected to be as efficient as a 
pusher propeller, Its blades are scooped out 
a little, you recall, so that the propeller will 
get a better hold on the air 
its way through. Naturally, when you wind 
your propeller up the other way, this 
“camber” helps the air to slide off the blades 
—-it’s a hindrance instead of a help. So if you 
want your tractor to perform as well as a

Cleveland, March 24.—That Cleveland is 
out to win national airplane model honors 
is evidenced by the big demand in this city 
for model-building kits. 

. All out of kits’’ read a wire sent to the 
Airplane Model League of America by the 
Cleveland News in behalf of Cleveland high 
school students... So Merrill Hamburg, secre- 
tary of the A. M. L. A., and Franklin M. 
Reck, assistant managing editor of the 
American Boy Magazine, bundled up a big 
batch of kits and personally took them, via 
airplane,’ from Detroit to Cleveland. 

. The trip, which takes more than five hours 
by train, was made in 98 minutes by the big 
three-motored Stout all-metal plane which 
plies regularly between Detroit and Cleve- 
land. 

The moment the big ship taxied up to the 
station at the Cleveland airport, the kits 
were unloaded, piled into a’waiting car and 
rushed to the office of the News. : 

Two hours later. more than half of the 
emergency order was gone. Early in the 
afternoon the entire supply was exhausted, 
and the News had wired to A. M. L. A. head- 
quarters for more. . 

Builders Enthusiastic. 

The reason behind Cleveland’s voracious 
appetite for kits was made apparent at a 
meeting of manual training teachers and 
students in the auditorium of the News on 
jhe afternoon of the day Hamburg and Reck 
arrived. 

The teachers and students at the meeting 
‘represented 40 high schools where model 
aviation is either a classroom or spare time 
project. 

‘Cleveland intends to take a back seat to 
nobody when it comes to enrolling niembers 
in the A. M. L. 4. and building eaptent 


models,’’ stated T. A. Robertson, managing 
editor of the News, and he pointed to the 
crowded auditorium to bear out his staie- 
ment, 

One woman instructor in vocational edu- 
cation, although she had been asked to bring 
only three students, entered with her 
class of girls. 

“We have tormed ourselves into the One 
Hiundred Per Cent Club,” she stated. 14) 
didn’t dare disappoint any of the girls by 
telling them they could not come.’’

At the meeting, Mr. Hamburg flew tlree 
types of indoor models and explained details 
of their construction. Mr, Reck told of the 
growth of the league and of the plans for 
the National Aeronautic Association's official 
contest to be conducted by the American. Boy, 
in Detroit, June 29 and 30. At the national 
meet, prizes will inecludé trips tu Euripe for 
the indoor and outdoor champions, a trip to 
the Pulitzer Air Races at Los Angeles for the 
scale model winner,. besides $3,000 in cash, 
trophies, medals and certificates. 

After the demonstration, the meeting was 
thrown open to questioners, and their keen 
and interested queries—which boded strenu- 
ous competition for other cities engaged in 
the project—kept Hamburg, Reck and mem- 
bers of the News staff busy until long after 
the supper hour. 

“Cleveland schools are tremendously in- 
terested in the project.” says Mr. Robertson. 
‘“‘Teachers agree, without exception, that air- 
plane model building not only has great edu- 
cdtional value, but is so interesting to boys 
and girls that the problem is not to get 
them to work, but to induce them to stop

Maybe you'll discover a way to make 
vour tractor fly farther and longer than any 
indoor plane has ever flown.

That 
is why it has been chosen by the Airplane 
Model League of America for its kits,

io supply you through the league, are priced 
so low that a large Eastern department 
store doing a business of more than $12,000,- 
000 annually and therefore able to-buy at 
rock bottom figures, looks to the league to 
supply kits to an airplane model building 
organization it is sponsoring.

“Three of the largest airplane mode] fac- 
tories are unable to duplicate your prices,” 
this department store wrote the league. 

“Although the league recommends that 
boys use the official league kits in building 
their models, it is by no means required that 
boys do so,” says Merrill Hamburg, secre- 
tary. ‘“‘Members of’ the league may obtain 
their supplies wherever they choose. They 
may experiment with other woods or with 
other materials used in airplane construction, 
However, all championship planes have been 
built with the same materials as are recom- 
mended by the league, so it would seem that 
boys using the league materials would have 
an advantage in local and national tourna- 
ments?’ 

The Japanese tissue you will find in league 
airplane model kits is peculiarly well adapted 
for model construction, Its lightness does 
not rob it of strength.

Auto Dial Tells Brake Power. 
For the motorist who desires to know more 
exactly how his car is performing 
to maximum net pull, 


with respect 
pulling power at 30 
miles an hour, frictional losses and other im- 
portant details, a simple meter has been de- 
vised, says Popular Mechanics Magazine. It 
is set in the dash or on the steering post, has 
no outside connection and registers the re- 
sults on a dial. After proper adjustment, It 
will enable the driver to measure the grade, 
either up or down, over which he is passing. 
It can be used to test the brakes, an accelera- 
tion test indicates a possible faulty carbu- 
retor adjustment that may be corrected, and 
other revealing tests can be made. One of the 
most important is the maximum net-pull test. 
The pull comes just before a change to second 
gear is necessary and occurs in most cars be- 
tween the speeds of from 12 to 25 miles an 


hour. This forms a rating basis on which to 
compare the performance of other cars. 


Seedless Tomatoes. 

A variety of seedless tomato has been pro- 
duced, after five years of experimenting, by a 
Kansas man, says Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine. One of the vines is 37 feet long and the 
largest tomato it yielded weighed just an 
ounce less than four pounds. The grower de- 
clares that he is not satisfied with his produet, 
as he wants to cultivate one that is sweeter 
and smoother. He said that he had once 
frown a seedless watermelon. but that the 
short .season in which the crop can be pro- 
duced forbade a development of it at a profit.

Here 
is an account of his early activities there, 
written by Gene Cohn, a year or s0 ago: 

“His first big job was the pursuit of Wil- 

bur Underhill, ‘king of the hijackers,’ 
wanted for murder. Then came Bert Nelson, 
fn international burglar, and Matt Kimes, 
the ‘phantom bandit.’

“Once Sammy White, a desperado, opened 
fire on him and his master and peppered 
them with a 30-30. Although White wound- 
ed the dog, yet he lost the battle against 
Midnight Sun. 

“The dog has nosed his way through the 
cotton planations of Georgia and through 
turpentine forests and over precipitous 
mountain trails. He has faced the bullets 
of hunted men and risked death by slipping 
down a precipice. His body bears the scars 
of gun wounds. 

“Nothing has stopped Midnight Sun, once 
the thrill of the man-hunt was upon him. 
Men who have walked in streams to cover 
their tracks; men who took to trees to throw 
him off the scent; men who have hidden in 
underbush or slipped on hands and Knees 
over rocks—-these have been his ‘dish.’ 
Kighteen-hour-old trails are his delight. He 
does in life what the trick dogs of Hollywood

Stein hit on an idea of starting a police 
dog school in Florida for the training of 
German shepherd dogs for detective work. 
When he opened this school, he sent to Okla- 
homa for Midnight Sun—not as a pupil but 
as an assistant teacher. The experiment was 
a success, for the detective dog’s example 
and precepts were an inspiration to the 
younger and less talented canines. 

One of the first things Stein taught Mid- 
night Sun was not to flinch from gun-fire 
and to spring at an assailant’s pistol arm. 
He taught him also how to trip up a fugitive 
and to bring him sprawling to the ground and 
hold him there, 

In teaching Midnight Sun, as well as his 
later police dogs pupils, Stein found it neces- 
sary to swathe himself in a hugh padded 
canvas suit through which the curved white 
fangs of the young dog could not penetrate 
when the teacher was instructing him in 
pulling down a running thief or in disarm- 
ing a thug. 

Perhaps, soon or late, an outlaw’s bullet 
may end Midnight Sun’s detective career. 
Or, some clever fugitive may hit on the old 
trick of sprinkling red pepper along his own 
trail, so that the pursuing dog shall sniff up 
a nostrilful of the fiery stuff and thus be 
thrown off the scent, in agony. 

But meanwhile Midnight Sun is making 
good and is piling up an unbelievable record.

recognition for his work in science, 

An interest in things which scarcely exist 
for the average man—tiny plants known as 
sphaeriaceous fungi, which grow on decay- 
ing wood and similar matter—is the basis 
of his avocation, the science of mycology. 

In &@a monumental work on this branch of 
botany, P. A. Saccardo, noted Italian mycol- 
Ogist, names the scientists of the world 
who have distinguished themselves in this 
field. Only nine Americans are mentioned. 
Dr. Fairman is one of the nine. 

Forty years ago Dr. Fairman and hia 
father-in-law undertook to raise mushrooms, 
Dr. Fairman obtained a book on fungi and 
in it he found the statement, “‘A wide field 
is open for investigation and reseach in the 
study of this branch of botany.” This sen- 
tence spurred his ambition and he determined 
to devote as much time as possible to the 
science,

More and more is {ft being. rec- 
ognized that the beauty of the way- 
side is an asset to town and State. 
Time was, and not 80 long ago, when 
the condition of the roadside was of 
no special moment, It was nobody's 
business and nobody cared. The 
automobile has changed all this. It 
has made of us a nation of tourists. 
It has given us throughout the length 
and breadth of the land good roads, 
Now we demand that a good road 
Shall be in a good setting, Way- 
side trees and- shrubbery have be- 
come of tmportance. The beauty 
of the roadside is a matter of public 
concern, 

Throughout many parts of the 
Hast the wild cherry tree is one of 
the most common forms of roadside 
growth. It is not a particularly 
pretty tree, but it does help in the 
mass effect of the shrubbery. More- 
over, it produces a certain amount 
of food for the birds, Unfortun- 
ately it also produces in its leaves 
a favorite food of the tent cater- 
pillar. This caterpillar in turn, 
stripping the trees bare and cover- 
ing them with unsightly webs, or so-called 
“tents,” makes of an Otherwise attractive 
bit of wayside scenery a disgusting sight. 
I can think of nothing so unsightly along the 
roadside, excepting a public dump, as a mass 
of these dirty webs covered with crawling 
caterpillars, 

Fortunately much of this can be obviated 
by prompt action at the proper season, The 
ezgz-masses of the tent caterpillar will be 
found as little shiny swellings completely 
surrounding twigs on the wild cherry and 
on apple trees, These may-be and should 
be collected and burned before the young 
leaves appear. In many sections it Js not 
yet too late. The eggs hatch at just about 
the time the leaf-buds break open. The 


_tiny caterpillars begin feeding at once, travel- 


ing out along the branches during the day 
and returning to the web, or “tent,” at 
night. This tent is continually being en- 
larged, 

I can think bf no better work for Boy 
Scouts than a thorough inspection of the 
roadsides and the collection and destruction 
of these egg-masses, 


An Experience to Be Envied., 


The following incident has come to me 
from a member of the league, Mr. Gustave 
J. Reimann, and I am certain it will awaken 
envy in the hearts of many nature lovers, 
for such experiences come all too seldom to 


most of us. Mr. Reimann says: 

“One April morning, while in a boat just 
above a fine trout pool, I heard a rustling 
in the bushes and leaves on a high bank 
at my right. The sound traveled along @ 
bank and down a narrow, smooth slide, I had 
not before noticed. Through the bushes at 
the water’s edge I saw a dark-colored ani- 
mal of good size slip into the water, It 
started to swim directly toward me.

She held it by the nape 
of the neck, keeping its little head well out 
of water. She came within five feet of the 
boat before turning downstream, all the 
while keeping her eyes riveted on me as I 
sat there motionless, Even when she was 
well downstream her head was partly turned 
so that she could watch me. She was taking 
no chances, Finally she passed out of sight 
around the bend in the stream.

Evidence against water-snakes as de- 
stroyers of fish is rolling up. I have a photo- 
graph showing a large Water-snake whose 
greed proved fatal. The reptile had caught 
and undertaken to swallow head first a good- 
sized hornpout, or bullhead, All went well 
until the snake discovered that it had under- 
taken a bigger meal than it could swallow. 
It then tried to disgorge its victim, But 
this didn’t work. The horns of the bullhead 
went into reverse, with the result that the 
snake could neither swallow nor get rid of 
its victim. So both snake and fish died. 

From New York State comes the report 
of the killing of a water-snake about 3 feet 
long, which had just seized a brown trout 
10 inches long. 

Charles G. Hart, of Connecticut, contri- 
butes the following: ‘‘With my wife and boy 
I was standing on a bridge when my wife 
noticed a large water-snake swim out toward 
the middle of the stream, where it caught 
a fish about 6 inches long. I succeeded in 
killing the snake. We dissected it and in 
the stomach found two dace of fair size. 
This made three fish altogether, The snake 
was about 2% feet long.’’ 

John W. Titcomb, superintendent of the 
Connecticut State Board of Fisheries and 
Game, reports the following incident at a 
new State hatchery, He says: ’ 

“We found quite a number of water-snakes 
in the water supply... One of these snakes 
got into our outdoor flume, Which supplied 
a battery of rearing troughs, The snake 
followed the flume to the extreme end and 
either climbed over into the last trough or 
passed through the spigot. It was found in 
this trough within half an hour after the 
trough had been thoroughly cleaned, The 
trough contained fingerling brown trout,

That excuse was in keeping with most of 
those given by boys who run away from home; 
and boys run away from home upon the slight- 


est provocation. It seems to be a part of their 


make-up—the urge to go somewhere. 
Every day, in every city of the country, 


boys leave home. Some of them never come 


back. Boys from the inland country go to the 


‘seaboards, ship aboard vessels bound for ports 


unknown and so become part of the great 
merchant marine. Boys of the city, having 
read or heard of life on the plains, go West 
and grow up with the country. The proces- 
sional, one way or another, is endless. Mothers 
and fathers, frantic, are ever asking the au- 
thorities to find their sons—attracted by the 
lure of the unknown. 

There is hardly a man in Washington who, 
at some time in his early career, did not feel 
the urge to run away from home. Boys have 
done this from time immemorable, They learn 
the trick soon after they manage, somehow, to 
walk. It may be only a desire to get off the 
front lawn; to travel around the corner, out 
of sight of their nurses or mothers. They are 
brought back only to start again at another 
and better opportunity. 

The Port of Missing Boys 
crowded place.

It is comparatively easy to get aboard almost 
any transatlantic passenger ship or freighter 
and remain hidden until after the gangplank 
is lifted; but not so easy to remain away from 
watchful eyes on a journey that takes 
than a week, the running time for 
fastest of freighters. 

Hardly a day goes by without some anxious 
parent phoning or calling in person to the 
police headquarters in an effort to 
missing boy. 

“Johnnie left home this morning,”’ is. the 
usual plaint. “He didn’t go to and 
now that school is over we fear the worst. 
He has probably run away.” 

They all hit the trail, or want to hit the 
trail, in the opinion of the police. It seems 
to be part of a boy’s nature. Girls, the nat- 
ural homebodies. are content to sit on front 
porches and play with their dolls, but boys, 
every one of them, seem to have their eyes on 
the road. 

Get talking to most men on the subject and 
they'll tell you, to a man, that at one time or 
other they made a dash for-the open country.

That, of course, can not 
be—and the only way teachers may not be 
held responsible for enkindling the spark of

Asa 
of fact, one time coming down un- 
expectedly into a bora, as they call the strong 
winds of Northern Italy, we landed it within 
60 feet.’”’

Angola, in Portu- 


guese West Africa, is 
shifting its capital 
from seacoast to high- 
land. And by so doing 
it may open the door 
to a boom that has 
been sitting on its 
doorstep, the National 
Geographic Society 
says, for a long time. 

The Portuguese gov- 
ernment has approved 
the transfer of colon- 
ial authority from 
historic Loanda to New 
-Huambo, which is to 
be called Nova Lishoa. 

Angola has the only 
large area of cool, pro- 
ductive upland habita- 
ble by white men on 
the west coat of Africa 
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and in Lobito the 
country has the best natural harbor on the 
West Coast. Also Angola offers the shortest 
route to new Ophir of Africa, the Katanga 
treasure trove of ores in southeast Belgian 
Congo. Yet, this region, discovered 50 
years before Columbus set sail for America, 
has been slow in developing. 

In leaving Loanda for Nova Lisboa the 
governor general will move from a seaport 
built half on a sand pit and half on a cliff 
rimming the shere.

“Magic Carpet’ Aids Crops. 


Dr. H. L. Flint, of the United States De- © 
partment of Agriculture, reports the success, 
in three years’ experiments, of a ‘‘magic car- 
pet”? which, when spread over the soil, in- 
creases the yield of garden crops as much as 
000 per cent, 

The carpet ts of heavy waterproof paper, 
says Popular Science Monthly. Covering all 
of the ground not occupied by the plant stems 
themselves, it increases the soil temperature, 
prevents loss of moisture, distributes water 
among the plants and smothers weeds. The 
increases ‘in yield have varied from 11 per 
cent for peas to 516 per cent for spinach. 
The, lettuce crop Was more than doubled, 
green corn trebled, and potatoes almost quad-. 
rupled.
